Revenue and Taxes. 


The secrets of the next Budget are 
exercising the minds of British business- 
men very keenly, and during the past 
few weeks Sir Robert Horne has been 
bombarded with resolutions from various 
trading bodies on the subject of an in- 
come-tax reduction. The Chancellor of 
the Exehequer has had a series of im- 
portant interviews recently, and has 
conveyed the impression that the 
Budget will balance, after all. Up to a 
‘few months ago he, in common with every- 
body else, was inclined to pessimism. The 
coal strike had caused such enormous 
losses that a formidable deficit seemed to 
be inevitable. Since Christmas, however, 
the revenue returns have been surpris- 
ingly good. The yield from income-tax 
has exceeded the most sanguine expecta- 
tions,’ and, if the improvement can be 
maintained during the next five weeks, a 
small surplus may be possible. The possi- 
bility that such a surplus may justify a 
lower income-tax is another matter. Much 
depends on the Government's decision in 
regard to the recommendations of the 
Geddes Committee. If the proposed 
“cuts ” are adopted ih anything - like 
their eniirety, of course next year’s esti- 
mates should show a substantial margin 
on the right side; but, in view of the 
Government's attitude towards the Ad- 
miralty’s notorious meno andum, the wise 
man will not expect too much.. Mr. 
Lloyd George is very anxious to redure 
the income-tax by a shilling in the £ in 
order to strengthen his position at the 
next elections; but the financial experts 
must be heard in the matter, and they do 
tot seem to be satisfied that any relief in 
taxation is possible. Be these things as 
they may, unless the income-tax is re- 
duced the coming year will prove to be 
a véry critical period for British trade.

The House-of Commons has passed the 
second readin of the Irish Free State 
(Agreement) Bill by 302 votes against 
sixty. Just two months ago the House 
ratified the Irish Treaty by a larger 
majority, but’ the minority has re- 
mained virtually unaltered. In those two 
months many disappointing things have 
happened, and the outlook is threatening 
and obscure. Yet yesterday's voting 
shows that the House of Commons has 
not changed its mind, and. we have no 
doubt that in this matter it expresses 
ithe public opinion of Great Britain and 
the Empire. In the first place, it refuses 
to Lreak faith with Southern Ireland by 
4, repudiating a solemn contract. In the 
next place, it, realises that the alternative 
to the Treaty is early and irreparable 
disaster. The two branches of the Coali- 
tion are falling asunder and Labour has 
its quarrel. with both of them; but no 
British party is prepared to take the 
responsibility of renewed warfare in Ire- 
Mr. Chamberlain’s speech yester- 
day was an effective defence of the 
Ciovernment’s position, .The Treaty was 
justihed. by the hopeless state of Irish 
its satisfaction of an almost 
universal sentiment, and by the readiness 
the majority of Southern Ireland s 
elected to accept 
government withiu the Empire. 

The passing of the Agreement Bill is 
how assured, avd the Irish election cam- 
paign will be launched during the coming 
week.

At last the medical profession in the 
United States seems to have declared war 
against the’ army of “quacks” with 
which the country is infested... America 
abounds in weird “ educational” estab- 
lishinents where the aspirant to medical 
honours can procure the most imposing 
degrees by the payment of a few dollars 
and the completion of a correspondence 
“course.” Such persons are as common as 
flies in New York, and although they all 
profess and cal] themselves doctors, many 
of them can hardly write their own names. 
The rea] doctors have struggled against the 
“modern practitioners ” with remarkable 
patience; but now they announce that 
public life and health are being en- 
dangered by the growing activity of the 
‘“quacks,"’ who ridicule the methods of 
medical science and have all sorts ol 
attractive. but perfectly useless, nostrums 
for all the ills to which the flesh is hoir. 
The State medica] societies are trying t6 
obtain a law which will compel the fancy 
doctors to pass the same educational tests 
as surgeons and physicians; but the 
Americans are slow to interfere with the 
liberty of the subject, and the various 
new “schools of healing’’ arte not with- 
out influence in the States. America. is 
a great country, and we have profound 
respect for many of her institutions. In 
medical matters, however, we prefer the 
British way.
